The Westminster and Vnucouver Elec- 
tric Tramway Difficulty Settled 
on a Satisfactory Basis- 
i 

Cargo of Sugar for the K> :ery- 
Nanaimo to Have a Libel

(Special to tho Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Aug. 14.— The steamer 
Umatilla, from Sen Francisco; arrived this 
morning, with 1,743 baskets of Java raw 
sugar, aggregating about 520 tons, for the 
R. C. Sugar refinery. 

The city lias arrived at the following 
agreement with the Western and Vancouver 
Electric Tramway t'o. The tramway com- 
company rents the streets for live yeans at 
§1 per year, and at the end of tho live years 
the annual rental they shall pay is, if not 
agreed upon, to be settled by arbitration, 
the outside limit to be paid being fixed at 
three per cent, of the fares calleotod within 
the city on the basis of live cent fares in the 
city. The tramway is to conic in on Park 
nvenue to Venables street, along 
Venublea street to Boundary avenue, 
thence along Campbell avenue to 
Hustings street, and from Hastings 
to Carroll street. Tho agi cement ia fur a 
term of i!7 years, but by giving six months' 
notice at any time tho city may purchase 
that part of the line within the city limits 
at the actual cost, no allowance being made 
for franchise, vested rights, etc. passen- 
gers are to be picked up and discharged 
anywhere within the city limits in the same 
way us is done by the ordinary street curs. 
\\ orli on the line has been resumed, and 
will bo pushed through without delay.

The lust party, which left 
yesterday, was under the p irsonttl manage- 
mnont of Mr. Win. Munro, of tho firm of 
UeWolf.A Munro, Vancouver, and was also 
accom.pu.nicd by a .surveyor.

Ottawa, Aug. 1.'!.— The incidents of to- 
day's meeting of the Railway Committee in- 
cluded un intimation that Mr. Pacaud, 
editor of L'Electeur, had skipped to 
Europe. 

Mr. Armstrong positively refused to an- 
swer certain questions. The committee 
thereupon decided to report him for con- 
tempt. 

, Mr. Lonergan, the President of the lUie 
desChu lours Railway Company, promises to 
present himself on Monday. 

Sir Hector Langevin's cross-examination 
was concluded to-day. At the c!os2 of the 
proceedings it was intimated that l'erley 
could not be recalled, although Mr. Mulock 
desired to have him before the committee. 
A letter was read from Dr. Cousins, Per- 
ley's physician, protesting acainst bis fur- 
ther examination. In the face of this let- 
ter, t lie Chairman said if l'erley was re- 
called, be (Girouard) would not be prestnt, 
M he would not be responsible for the con- 
sequences, 

The committee then had some fun with 
Chaloner, bookkeeper to McGreevy, who 
wanted payment for work done for the com- 
mittee. Chaloner was offered $10, and he 
indignantly threw baclotthe money'. It was 
finally decided to pay him $25. 

Boswell, engineer of the Quebec Hurbor 
Commission, wanted i?-o for his services, 
but Sir John Thompson emphatically pro- 
tested against this amount. Mr. Archttm- 
bault, Q.C., of Montreal, was called to 
swear positively that Beaucage had in- 
structed him to enter .suit against Thns. 
McGreevy. fc 

At the Public Accounts committee, Dr. 
Kingaford denied emphatically Arnoldi's 
statement, that he (Kingsford) had received 
presents while chief engineer of tho Public 
Works department. He said he was bound 
to defend himself when attacked by u 
blackguard. The committee had a lively 
scrap over partisan newspaper repoits. 
Hyman, who hud said that the Conserva- 
tives were endeavoring to bulk the in- 
quiry, apologized, und matters calmed 
down. Two witnesses gave evidence that 
Arnold! had built a second yacht three 
years a^o, largely at the government's ex- 
pense. Then the committee embarked in a 
wrangle of two hours' duration over some 
contracts. 

Lister said that Chapleau's department 
Was -saturated with corruption. Chiipieau 
[n&gnantly denied this, and challenged 
Lister to formulate the charges before the 
Ifouse, when he would be prepared to meet 
hem. 

The committee adjourned without de- 
oision. 

Ottawa, Aug. 14. — A sensational meet- 
meeting of the railway committee to-day, 
in the Quebec l?aie de Chaleurs steal, 
brought it home to the boodlers. The 
witnesses were the managers of 
the Union and the People's banks. The 
former stated M. Pacaud came 
to the Onion Bank to ask for the 
discount of a government letter of credit 
for §1,725,000. The witness consented 
to the discount, but afterwards 
refused, believing that the money 
was to be diverted to Improper uses, main- 
ly to PucarxTs private account. Finally the 
letter of credit was left with the bank, and, 
when due, was paid by the Government, 
The hank paid the hundred thousand dollar 
cheque endorsed by Armstrong.

CAPITAL NOTES. 

Sweeping amendment to Supply Offered by Sir 
Richard Cartwright 

(From our own Correspondent ) 
Ottawa, Aug. 13.— In the House, this 
afternoon, Sir Richard Cartwright moved in 
amendment to supply, that tho acceptance 
of testimonials by Ministers of the Crown, 
or members or their families, from contract- 



ors, government officials, or any persons, 
with whom the Government has pecuniary 
relations, is, demoralizing to the public ser- 
vice and detrimental to the principles of 
good government. Sir Richard said that 
the amendment wus not offered as a want of 
confidence motion, and had no reference to 
past events. Sir John Thompson accepted 
the amendment us an enunciation of tho 
broad general principle, and on condition 
that Sir Richard Cartwright had stated no 
reference to the pust. 

The House went into supply on the rail- 
way estimates. 

The Hudson Bay Railway Bill passed tho 
Senate, finally, to-day. 

OTTAWA, Aug. 14. — The House was con- 
sidering the Northwest bill all day. 
O'Brien said if nothing was done next year 
on the subject of separate schools in tho 
territories, he, himself, would bring up the 
subject in view of legislation. 

R. M. Armstrong, of New Westminster, 
has been appointed revising ollicer for 
Westminster in place of Judge Bole. 

J. A. M. Aikins, of Winnipeg, son of the 
late Lieutenant-Governor, is applying for a 
divorce, on the ground of his wife's adul- 
tery. 

The Tarte committee concluded tho 
taking of evidence, this morning, in regard 
to Michael Starr's Ottawa tenders on tho 
Esquimau dock contract. It is said he 
withdrew his tender by request of Sir Hec- 
tor Langevin, and it is believed the Minis- 
ter advised him, as a triend, on the report 
of the engineer, tlut the tender wus too- 
low. 



RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 



Sbnll Victoria Have Connections with 
the Mainland and Transcon- 
tinental Roads ? 



The City Council to Submit By-Laws 
to the Ratepayers for Their 
Decision. 



Tho city council, last evening, decided to 
have by-laws prepared for submission to the 
ratepayers of Victoria, presenting the pro- 
positions of the promoters of the Victoria, 
Saanich & New Westminster railway and; 
that of Mr. Paul Sohulrz, on behalf of the 
Victoria k. North American railway, before 
them. The by-laws are to be submitted to 
the ratepayers, provided all expense of do- 
ing so will be borne by the promoters of tho 
respective railways. 

The meeting of the council was a special 
one, called for the purpose of consideration 
of the railway projects, and also the re- 
distributing of the city ward boundaries. 

There were present Aldermen Renouf,. 
Munn, Hunter, Robertson, Coughlan, 
Richards, and MoKillican. Tho latter wus 
called to the chair in tho absence of Mayor 
Grant, who came in soon after the begin- 
ning of the meeting, and assumed his duties 
as presiding ollicer. 

Hon. Amor De Cosmos, president of the 
Victoria, Saanich and New Westminster 
railway, wus present, and advocated the- 
extension of aid to chat corporation by tho 
city. . The application of tho company to 
the Council, in May last, asked the city 
to guarantee SoOO.000 of bonds for a bono* 
of interest of §20,000 annually for fivo 
years, the interest on $500,000 of bonds- 
hearing four per cent. The company would) 
return the money at some future time, aud 
the guarantee of the $500,000 und the bonus 
would stand as a first mortgage against the 
railway. The company also asked the Council 
to subscribe the sum of $50,000 to the stock of 
the company. 

After Mr. DeCosmos hud explained tho 
desires of the company, he withdrew and 
left the Council to determine its action. 

Ald. Munn was opposed to granting any 

aid. He thought that the provincial and 
Dominion governments would be equally in- 
terested wit h Victoria in the construction 
of the railway, and that they should as- 
sist. 

Ald. Coughlan was also opposed to 
granting aid. 

Mavuk Grant said that the Council 
were asked to submit a by-law to the people, 
and if the promoters of the rail way would pay 
the necessary expenses of doing so, he 
thought the Council should do it, as the 
question of railway connections interested i 
many of the people. His Worship argued 
that the people should be permitted to de- 
cide the matter for themselves. If the ma- 
jority of the ratepayers wanted to subsidize 
railways, the Council should not obstruct 
their chance of doing so, but should let 
them decide whether to do so or not. 

Aid. Robertson and Aid, Holland endors- 
ed the Mayor's views, and nearly all of the 
other Aldermen acquiesced, holding it to be 
no more than proper to allow the ratepayers i 
to decide us to whether they wanted to con- 
tribute towards tho construction of rail- 
ways. 

After the exchange of views, Aid. Rich- 
ards' motion to have the city banisters pre- 
pare the by-laws, was carried. 

The motion carried with it the proviso ■ 
that the expenses should be borne by tho 
railway people. 

The proposition of Mr. Paul Schultz in - 
behalf of tho Victoria and North American 
Railway, offering to connect with the Nor- 
thern Pacific Railway by a road extending 
from Cray's Harbor to Port Crescent, and ' 
entering Victoria by ferry, w„h next 3on- 
Bidered. It. offered to have its terminals 
completed in tho city and passengers and 
cara brought into Victoria in three years' 
Urn-!, if tho city would extend it a grant of 
$1,000,000, payable on the fullfilment of tho 
agreement. 

The same disposition was adopted with it 
as with the other, and a by-law will ' 
be submitted if Mr. Schultz and his 
associates will pay tho expense. 

The Council, alter settling railway mat- 
ters, proceeded to n discussion of tho new 

ward boundaries. It was decided to change 
the ward lines so as to niako live wards, but 
the new limits were not discussed, and that 
question was left over for consideration at 
the regular meeting of the Council, at a 
week from next Wednesday evening. The. 
Council then adjourned.

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RICH KOOTENAY. 



Good Prospects Reported at Many of 
the Principal (.'luinis— Trausporta- 
tion Facilities Required. 



The Nelson & Fort Sliepard Charter 
Will Not be Interfered With— 
The Hendryx Smelter. 



From every corner of the fumed Kootenay 
district conic reports of encouragement to 
owners of mining properties there. All lire 
turning out well, und, with proper transpor- 
tation facilities, the entire district would 
speedily become a hive of wealth-producing 
industry. 

M. Joshua Davies lias been spending n 
fortnight in the Kootenny mining towns, 
■and has returned with a bright opinion of 
their prospects. In speaking of mining 
matters ami claim values, yesterday, he 
.said: " The one- thirty-second part of the 
Silver King has recently been sold for .?'2,"),- 
000, equal to $650,000 for the property, and 
it 18 understood .$1,. "500,000 has beeii ottered 
for the mine. Report says that Mr. Ram- 
say, who is now on his way to New York 
and London, represents a half share in the 
mine, and has a bond for the Hall and 
Oakes' interests. Work is being vigorously 
prosecuted at the Dandy and the Grizzly 
Hear, both of which lire looking remarkably 
well. Mr. I0"ler, Mr. Iloss and Mr. Corbin 
have just come from these tsin mines, and 
. bare the common belief that they are very 
valuable properties, and likely to have quite 
;us large ore bodies as the Silver King. The 
ore is "copper base." 

" Nelson, the chief point to be benefitted 
by the development of the Toad Mountain 
mines, is growing steadily and surely, and 
■the pride of the citizens in their town syems 
fully justified. The reported find of a large 
ibody of galena ore opposite lialfour has 
taken a number of prospectors into that 
part of the district, and, from the samples of 
ore that have been sent out, it would appear 
that the find is an uncommonly valuable 
one The ore carries more silver than that 
of the Bluebell, on the opposite side of the 
lake. 

" At Hot Springs, all experts agree, the 
richness shown from the small amount of 
work done, exceeds that of any other known 
•milling camp. The No. 1 is shipping to the 
(ireafc Falls smelter some 3,000 sacks of ore, 
valued at §200, iu silver, to the ton. The 
wagon road is now about completed, and as 
high as 0,500 pounds have formed a single 
load taken down by one team of horses. 
-Reports from the Goat River mines are very 
promising, the ore being fine copper base. 

"It has been decided by the Hendryx 
syndicate to erect a smelter somewhere 
■on the lake, of sufficient capacity to handlo 
ull lead ores; and Dr. Hendryx is now en 
route East to order the necessary machinery. 
It is impossible for this district to prove 
its richness until transportation rates are 
very much reduced, or smoltcrs aro erected 
at home. At present, it is impossible to 
sond to the smelt or i across the line anything 
but the high-grade, picked ores. 

"The White Water mii>e— free cold are — 
ia said to be able, with a four-stamp mill, 
to pay all running expenses and develop- 
ment work, and the managing owner on 
the ground, Mr. Davys, reports the dis- 
covery at a greater depth of a large ore 
body. The Skyline, in the Hot Springs 
Camp, is expected to strike the lead at any 
moment— the indications all point that 
way The latest news from the Okanagon 
— Kettle river— district, is also to the effect 
that large bodies of rich ore have also been 
discovered there. 

" The steamer Nelson made her lirst trip 
to Bonner's Kerry on Saturday last; so soon 
as the machinery is in proper working 
order she is expected to make 14 milts un 
hour. The steamer Columbia, intended to 
t'lin from Robson to the Little Dalles, to 
connect with the Spokane Falls and North- 
ern railway, will make five trips a week; 
and was expected to como out for her first 
run on the loth (today). She i3 a hand- 
some mid well-appointed boat, and promises 
to be fast. 

" In regard to the reported scarcity of 
lumber ia Kootenay district, that is entire- 
ly untrue. The Davies-Sayward mill alone 
•can supply every demand of the camps, and 
is ready to take the contract. The hotel 
accommodation all along, as to beds, is 
first-class; unfortunately the same cannot 
be said of the meals. The timber of the 
country is rather poor us compared witii 
that of the coast, the principal sorts being 
cedar, tamaruc, hemlock, bull-pine, cotton- 
wood, white pine and fir. The weather in 
Kootenay this summer has been notably 
fi nc — no rain and no intense beat, such as 
they have had in Cariboo. 

" The number of fishermen at the Koote- 
nay outlet was never so great us this sum- 
mer, and every one reports large catches. 
Kootenay Lake is, without a doubt, the 
- fishers' paradise. The Great Northern Rail- 
way people have completed clearing their 
light of way near Bonner's Ferry, and it is 
expected that transportation will be had in 
the navigable portion of the river by June 
next. The most important requirement at 
the present time is cheaper transportation — 
. especially in the matter of freight on coke — 
if this district is to have successful smelters. 
Kootenay can supply all the lead used in 
the Dominion at the present time. 

" The nearest and best point of fuel sup- 
ply is Crows' Nest, but it is not available, 
owing to the lack of railway facilities. 
Coke should be delivered from this point, 
■on Kootenay river, for §3 or £1 a ton. 
From the general appearance of the coun- 
try, at least two years must elapse before a 
partial development of the district can be 
expected. 

"Last Saturday's Miner, which I caught 
;i glimpse of at Spokane, contains a letter 

tfrom Mr. J. A. Mara, M.P., in which lie 
states that the charter of the Nelson and 
Fort Shepard railway will not be interfered 
with by the Dominion Government; and 
Mr. G. B. Wright, who was also met at 
Spokane, says the surveys will he begun at 
;ia early date. 

"There i- some talk of an effort being 

, made at Spokane, to secure an arrange- 
ment by which lead ores from British Col- 
umbia can gain admittance into the United 
States. The general opinion grows that 
the Kootenay district will prove itself the 

i richest mining centre on the continent." 



A DEED OF DARING. 

HemtfHli Bank I'resldint Koblal mi l Chloro- 
forinod-TUe Tliiuf Makt« HiB Escape. 

MKMPHIS, Toiin., Aug. 13.— R. Dudley 
Jfrayser, president of the Security and the 
Memphis City Bank", and one of the most 
.prominent and wealthy citizens of this city, 
was chloroformed and robbed, this after- 
noon, at the Gayoso hotel by a man giving 
bis' name as John A. Morris, tf New Or- 
•leaus. 

Rirly this morning, a gentleman regis- 
tering as John A. Morris. New Orleans, 
.win assigned a room at the Gayoso. About 



'2:;t0, this afternoon, a bell boy secured a 
bottle of camphor for hiin from the house 
drug store. Shortly ufter that he dispatched 
a note to Mr. Frayser, requesting him to 
call at the hotel at once on business of im- 
portance. 

Mr. Frayser was at the botol in a few 
minutes, and was ushered into Morris' room. 
Tbo latter introduced himself as John A. 
Morris, of the Louisiana Lottery Company, 
of New Orleans. He said the lottery com- 
pany had been antagonized greatly of late, 
in that state ; that tbo investments had 
been unfavorable, and lottery property gen- 
erally was unsafe, and ho wished to consult 
in regard to it. After giving him what in- 
formation be could in regard to Memphis 
moneyed institutions, Mr. Frayser turned 
to go, but was greatly startled to find two 
revolvers in Morris' hands staring him in 
the face. 

Morris said : "I am a desperate man, und 
havo no money. My family in New Orleans 
are in miserable circumstances, and I must 
have money. You must endorse a cheque 
for 85,000." 

After some parleying, Mr. Frayser finally 
agreed to endorse a cheque for SoOO. The 
cheque was then drawn on the Hibernian 
National Bank, of New Orleans, and Mr. 
Frayser endorsed it "R. D. Frayser," 
hoping the cashier at this bank would sus- 
pect something wrong and refuse to cash it, 
as he always endorsed his cheques "R. 
Dudley Frayser.'' 

A bell boy was called by Morris and the 
check sent "to the Memphis City Bank, Mr. 
Frayser being a prisoner in the hotel. After 
the boy bad gone Morris walked over to 
where Mr. Frayser wao standing, and clap- 
ping a napkin over bis face, threw him 
on the bed, and that is tho last of his ad- 
venture Mr. Frayser can recall. Later, the 
proprietor of the hotel thought there was 
something wrong in Morris' room, and, call- 
ing a clerk, the door of the room was brok- 
en open and Mr. Frayser was found uncon- 
scious, tossing and turning on the bed. 

The odor of chloroform in the room was 
overpowering. Morris was gono, and with 
him Mr. Frayser's wuteh und about $50, 
but the check lay on the table unpaid. The 
boll boy had taken it to the bank twice at 
Morris' request. Payment, however, was 
each time refused. The police are search- 
ing all over the city for Morris.

The Senior Member for Victoria City 
Jloine Again— Matters at 
the CapitaL 



Premier Abbott Enjoys the Full Con- 
fidence of the Conservative Party— 
The Present Investigations. 



" I am glad to bo mice more hoir.e again," 
remarked Mr. Thomas Earlo, M.P., as he 
sat upon the bench, at Fowl Bay, surround- 
ed by tho juvenile members of tiia family, 
and their little friends, as well as by some 
of his own personal acrjuaintunees of largor 
growth. They were unquestionably enjoy- 
ing the fresh air from the water, which the 
city member must have found tho more de- 
lightful after his recent experiences on the 
dusty and comparatively close railway cars, 
immediately following the protracted ses 
sion, held in the stuffy and nono too well 
ventilated Commons Chamber. "What do I 
think of the new premier ? Why, Mr. Ah 
bott is, to my mind, the best and most 
available man for tho situation. Ho is, per 
Bonally, very popular, and I believe him to 
be a very strongman. Moreover, he is do 
termincd that the business of the publi 
shall be carried on in an honest and straight- 
forward manner. fie and Sir 
John Thompson are resolved to probe 
to the bottom all matters requiring investi 
gation, and not to allow parties who may 
lie guilty of wrong-doing to escape. As to 
the latest developments, you will be better 
posted than I can be, who have been travel 
ling for several days ; but I find, this morn 
ing, that you have not the news of yester 
day, owing to a break in the wires. I an 
satisfied that Hon. Mr. Abbott will keep 
his promises, and I know that the party is 
as solid as a rock under him. As concerns 
Hon. Mr. Dewdney, there is nothing reflect 
ing upon him personally in any shape or 
form. That matter about his messenger is 
a miserable bit of business, in which no 
thinking man will take any stock. As to 
matters of local interest, a promise has been 
given of, I think, S - _'5.000 more for harbor 
works, and there can be no doubt about the 
$.1,000 for tho removal of tho powder maga- 
zine, while at least $20,000 will he expended 
by the Government on tho drill shed. The 
barracks at Macauley's point will be com 
pleted as quickly as possible, and as for the 
lights and buoys on tho coast, 
which have been asked for, the 
Marine Department will carry out the 
wishes of the people interested, but it can- 
not all be done in a day. You know how 
difficult it is during the session to inaugur- 
ate any new departmental business — and 
this session in particular has been a severe 
odc on the Ministers. Hon. Mr. Tupper 
assured me, the day before I left, that, os 
soon us the session was over, the salmon 
commission will be appointed and sent here. 
One of the commissioners will be from 
Ottawa and the other two will bo local 
men. As to the probabilities of Mr. Wil- 
mot being on the commission, I cannot say 
anything with certainty; but I know the 
Government have great confidence in him. 
In regard to the trade policy of the Gov- 
ernment, the majority of the members ate 
fully in accord with the position of the ad- 
ministration. They have declared their 
willingness to come to a fair understanding 
with the United States, but they will not 
agree to the nostrum which the Liberals so 
energetically prescribed. I do not think 
that Victoria may expect to have either a 
new post-office or a custom house at any 
rate for the present. Provision will, how- 
ever, be made for the requirements of the 
service. In the meantime the condition of 
matters in the Department of Public 
Works is such as to render it impossible to 
take hold of fresh undertakings. The en- 
largement of the Esquimalt graving dock is 
not likely to come up at this moment. The 
removal of the duty on sugar had," Mr. 
Earle remarked, " been of great public 
benefit; but it was necessary to maintain 
the tariff on the refined article, so as to 
render it possible for our own .Canadian re- 
finers to hold their position on the market 
and keep up their establishments. Corres- 
pondence had been had with Victoria with 
respect to the Government assuming con- 
trol of the lazarotto on Darcey Island. This 
had been urged in accordance with the pre- 
cedent s«t in the lazaretto at Tracadie, 
N. B. The impression, however, prevailed 
iu parliamentary circles that the mai- 
ler was one for the province and 
not for the central government." Both ho 
and Mr. Prior, Mr. Earle observed, had 
laid before the Government the subject of a 
better quarantine on this coast, aud Mr. 
Lowe, the Deputy Minister, favored one 
similar to the establishment at Grasse Isle, 
lb was in i>.cd likely ! 1 ■! a well organized 
station would be commenced before long. 
Referring to tiie death of Sir John Mac- 
donald, Mr. Earle said that the early part 
of the session was a trying one for the mem- 
bers. So much were all of them affected by 
it that it was for some days almost impos- 
sible to do business. The sad event deeply 
affected both political friends and political 
opponents. Mr. Earlo said he expected 
that the session would last well on to the 
middle of September, and at no distant date 
thereafter Hon. Mr. Abbott would in all 
probability seek election to the popular 
chamber. 



KAMLOOPS CORRESPONDENCE. 

• Exploring the North Thompson Region for 
Minerals— Artesian Well Boring— Prospects

A carload of sheep wero shipped from 
Kamloops for the Coast markets on Wed- 
ness evening, and a carload of cattle on 
Saturday. The animals were all in prime 
condition. 

Archibald Harold Moffat, the seven-year- 
old son of Hev. A. Lee, Presbyterian min- 
ister here, died on Saturday last, after a 
protracted illness, from brain affections. 

Mr. K. H. Leo, accompanied by an expert 
and a party of prospectors, left town for the 
North Thompson on Wednesday to explore 
that region for minerals, in the interests of 
an Engish syndicate. 

Public school opened here on Wednes- 
day, with a small attendance. The opening 
was advertised for Monday, but owing to 
some necesiary improvements to tho build- 
ing, the date had to bo altered. 

Incorporation is again dead in Kamloops. 
Little or nothing is said about it now, and 
it is feared that the project has been again 
shelved. 

On Saturday evening last fivo Indians 
wero reported as drunk on the reserve, and 
arrested. They all pleaded guilty, and 
were sentenced to one month's imprison- 
ment, each by his honor Judge Spinks.

" The death of Lowell will probably be more 
keenly and widely felt in England than tho 
death of any other American, or, indeed, 
any man not a fellow countryman. With 
his death there passes into history a really 
remarkable mind, whose reputation will 
grow with time. 

" Corrupt politicians hated him, but he 
goes to the grave mourned by nil that is 
best in America and amid the heartfelt re- 
gard and admiration of England."

A PROSPECTIVE FAMINE. 

It seems that the report of scarcity in 
'Russia is not the invention of enterprising 
speculators in American wheat. The crop 
in some parts of Russia is so short that 
■famine is apprehended. As a precautionary 
measure the Russian Government has placed 
an embargo on rye and rye Hour. This 
nows has caused surprise in other European 
countries, and created something like con- 
sternation in Germany, whose inhabitants, 
it appears, depend in a great measure on 
Russia for the rye they requiro to supple- 
ment their own crop. The certainty that 
tho Russians will need nearly their whole 
crop to supply their own wants will have 
the effect of stiffening the pricps of wheat 
and other breadstuffs in America. Happily 
there is a good crop in tho United States 
this year, and if tho weather continues 
favorable a few days longer there will bo an 
abundant harvest in the Canadian North- 
West. The prospect, then, for Canadian 
and United States farmers is good ; for 
although the wheat crop in Great Britain is 
a fair average ono, that country will need a 
large amount of foreign wheat, as will also 
Franco and Germany. Russia is one of tho 
sources of European food supply, and whilo 
its harvest is scanty the deficiency must be 
made up by other countries. 

The prospect of high prices for wheat and 
rye is not by any means pleasant to the 
Germans. The price of breadstuffs in that 
country is made artificially dear by heavy 
■corn duties Chancellor Caprivi has been 
petitioned to remove the duties on grain, 
but he has, so far, been deaf to all appeals. 
Whether he will give way when the Russian 
embargo on rye is felt in tho increased price 
of bread, remains to be seen. The Emperor 
of Germany, it appears to us, will not be 
true to his principles or consistent with his 
antecedents if he, in a time of scarcity, does 
not exercise his power to its full extent to 
giro his people cheap bread. 
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HALFOUR'S PROPOSED MEASURE. 

Air. Baltour has announced his intention 
'to give Ireland the same amount and kind 
of home rule as England and Scotland pos- 
sess. Affairs in thoso two countries that 
are purely local have been placed under the 
control of County Councils. These Councils 
receive aid from the Imperial Government. 
Tho Secretary for Ireland intends to intro- 
duco a measure for Ireland in homo respects 
similar to the English County Councils law. 
By that measure the Irish people will have 
a share in the control of the schools, poor- 
'Uouses, roads, bridges, jails, lunatic asylums 
and some courts of justice. For the purpose 
of local self-government Ireland is to be do- 
vided into six districts, each to liavo its 
own Council, having power to levy taxes 
aud to borrow money — to bo, in fact, in 
many respects like tho County municipal- 
ities in tho province of Ontario and else- 
-idiere. 

It is not, it seems, proposed to make the 
District Councils wholly elective. .They 
,iro to bo composed of an equal number of 
Justices of the Peace appointed by the 
Crown, and members elected for a term 
of years by the tax-payers. A mixed 
assembly such us this is not according to 
Canadian ideas, and wo hardly think that 
it will suit the Irish people. They will 
have good reason to complain if their 
Councils »re not wholly representative. 
The people cannot bo said to have control of 
their own affairs and to be in local mattors 
really self-governing if ODO-haU of tho mem- 
bers of their County Councils ate appointed 
Jjy the Crown. 

It is more thun likely that Mr. lialfour 
will bo prevailed upon to modify this part of 
his scheme. It would be better in every way 
6 1 put more trust in tho people and to 
eliminate the nominative principle from his 
incisure extending local self-government 
(,♦ Ireland. His bill might then bo fairly 
offered as n substitute for the independent 



parliament in College Green demanded by 
tho Homo Rulers. If tho Irish County 
Councils' law wero in all respects similar 
1 1 tho English ones, and if in the Irish 
County Councils the people wore as fully 
represented us they are in tho English 
County Councils, it could be shown that us 
far as domestic self-government was con- 
cerned Ireland was placed on precisely the 
same footing us England and Scotland, and 
therefore had no valid ground of complaint. 
Ireland, in proportion to its population, 
iB more fully represented in the Imperial 
Parliament than England is, and if it could 
be shown that with respect to local self- 
government, Mr. Balfour's meusuro extend- 
ed to tho Irish as much power and us many 
privileges a3 ure enjoyed by the English, 
the Irish agitator would be deprived of his 
capital. He could not complain with any 
semblance of truth that an invidious dis- 
tinction was mude in favor of the inhabit- 
ants of Great Britain, and that Irish and 
English wero not treated alike by the 
Imperial Government, lint, for this defect, 
and it is a serious one, Mr. Ualfour's pro- 
posed bill to extend local self-government 
to Ireland, seems to be an admirable 
measure. 



IMA OIXA TIVE JOURXA LISTS. 

Two or three weeks ago, when the Em- 
peror of Germany was in England, he was 
to ull appearance i'i robust health. His 
vigor and energy appeared to be inex- 
haustible. From early morning until late 
in the evening he was on his feet or on 
horseback, going hither and thither, taxing 
the Strength of his attendants to the ut- 
most. Tho Emperor's capacity for exertion 
was a continual surprise to I lie British 
people. This wonderful display of energy 
was kept up without flagging to the very 
last day of his visit. 

He bad, '•.-..» uvir, hardly left England 
when some enterprising French journalists 
discovered that the Emperor was exceed- 
ingly ill. He was crippled with rheuma- 
tism, his knee troubled him, and the pain 
in his ear was almost intoleiable. He could 
not move without assistance, and when he 
was moved his agony was pitiable to wit- 
ness. Then the solicitous Parisian journal- 
ists, speculated us to what might be the out- 
come of tho dreadful attack, if the rheu 
mutism should reach his heart, which was 
not by any means improbable, Germany 
would once more have to mourn an Em- 
peror cut off in the prime of life. Then 
what would the condition of Germany be 
with a child of seven years old for a ruler ''. 
Bismarck is a broken man. He is as irri- 
table as a nervous old woman, and not in a 
position to guide the ship of state. 

The picture which theso imaginative 
French newspaper men drew of the state of 
Germany, if the Emperor should succumb 
to the illness which their lively fancy has 
created, is most melancholy to contemplate. 
Of course, the prospect tills the journalists 
witn sorrow. They would bo pained be- 
yond meusure to see Germany reduced to 
the strait which they have depicted in such 
dismal colors. It would be uncharitable to 
hint that their hopes and their wishes stim- 
ulated their fancy when they were writing 
these gloomy accounts of the Emperor's im- 
aginary illness, aud speculating upon its 
possible results. 

The world, however, is a little too wide- 
awake to take these French fictions for 
facts. They know how ready Parisian jour- 
nalists are to build an uiry structure, on the 
most slender foundation of fact, when Ger- 
man affairs or the German Emperor are their 
themes, and they ure prepared to receive 
German news from French sources with 
many grains of allowance. It is, to say tlia 
least, exceedingly improbable that the Em- 
peror, who, while lie was in England, wus 
the picture of good health and manly vigor, 
should, in a very few days after his return 
to the Continent, become a moaning invalid, 
unable to move without assistance, and 
whose death, at tny hour, was not improba- 
ble. The world will require some stronger 
proof than the word of a French journalist, 
before it will believe that so complete a 
transformation could have taken place in so 
short a time. 



thriftless will prosper in any country. Ex- 
Senator B. K. Bruce says : 

" This movement of Mr. Gaston's is tho 
fifth that his been started sineo tho war, 
and what is the result? Tho Liberiun 
colonization scheme was started seventy 
yeurs ago, and there are now in that coun- 
try fewer than twonty thousand Americo- 
Africans. I predict Mr. Gaston's plan will 
fail, ns huvo all previous movements. The 
colored people ure becoming educated, and 
look to tho United States as the country of 
their future development. The leading 
men of tho colored race ure opposed to 
emigration to any other country. You re- 
member in the last Congress a bill was in- 
troduced appropriating §100,000,000 to aid 
the colored people in emigrating to Liberia. 
The leaders among the negroes quietly went 
before the House committee and told the 
members that the colored people did not 
want any such aid, and I be bill was prompt- 
ly killed." 

The New York Herald believes that theso 
emigration experiments will never amount 
to anything, that the white inhabitants of 
the United States hud better make up their 
minds that there will always be a large negro 
element in the population, and that tho best 
thini/ they can do is to aid in educating and 
improving them. " One hour spent in that 
work," it says, "is belter thun ten yeurs 
devoted to a means of gutting rid of him, 
because the one hour may produce results 
and the ten years will certainly be thrown 
away." It is pretty safe to conclude that 
Mr. Gaston has not yet found the solution 
of the United States race problem. Must 
it, like a great many other problems, lie left 
to solve itself ?

He says there ure thousands of 
miles of land waiting for settlers. The cli- 
mate is salubrious und the soil extremely 
productive. All the products of tropical 
countries can be raised there with compara- 
tively little labor, and a good market can 
be had for all that the settler will have to sell. 
Mr. Gaston has gone through tho South and 
has represented to the negroes the udvan" 
tages of being citizens of a republic of their 
own, und he has been so successful as to 
obtain the consent of two millions of South- 
ern negroes to try their fortunes in tho new 
country. The means of transportation can 
be hud, and the voyugo to Africa is not u 
long one. It can be made from, any of the 
ports of tho Southern States in about seven- 
teen days. He believes that the Congress 
of the United States can bo prevailed upon 
to assist, the movement. 

Although Mr. Gaston is so hopeful and 
so enthusiastic, there are others who know 
tho Southern negroes pretty well, who aro 
of opinion that ho is deceiving himself. Tho 
negro population of tho Southern States, 
they Hay, does not want to emigrate, 
to Liberia or to any other country.

One of these will be 
a passenger steamer, while the two others 
arc specially fitted up for cargo boats. It 
is not yet known whether tho vessels will 
bo put together in Vancouver or at Victoria.

He informed 
the agent that if the lights could be changed 
without interfering with the plant, so as 
to work successfully ho would order the 
change to the Edison system. After a com- 
plete examination the agent informed him 
that it could bo done, and stated the price 
at which he would do it, and the change 
was ordered. When the job whs completed 
tho lights wero such a failure and gave such 
poor satisfaction that the C.P.N. Co. way 
compelled to change back to the old system. 
Tho Edison people wero notilied, and pay- 
ment of the bill was refused until they ful- 
filled their agreement to give a serviceable 
light. 

A DENIAL.

The bricks used in the Powell block will 
compare favorably with all tho local stock 
of brick, but not so hard as to crack the 
skull that some sensational nowsgatherors 
carry under a summer hut. To put tho case 
in a nut shell, tho matter was accidental. 
The Tiroes man, in future, should confine 
himself to facts, and not write on matters 
of which he is totally ignorant. 

Mr. Moore is a master mechanic and a re- 
spectable citizen, and such reports should 
be well considered before being placed be- 
fore the public.

Particulars of the Seizure of the Pa- 
dfie Mail Company's Steamship 
City of Panama. 



The War Ships Charleston, Pensacola 
and Omaha to Go to San Sal- 
vador, if Necessary.

Nkw York, Aug. 13. — Edward Lauter- 
bach, attorney for the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, explained to a reporter yes- 
terday the attempted seizure of the City of 
Panama by the authorities of Salvador, as 
follows : The boats of our lino run from 
Panama to Acapulco, in Mexico. They 
call at Corinto, in Costa Rica, ut La Union, 
La Libertad, Acujuta, in Sun Salvador, and 
at Snn Jose do Guatemala, in Guatemala. 
On the last trip from Panama, six passen- 
gers, political refugees, were taken aboard 
at Corinto, bound tor Snn Jose. Among 
the refugees was General Lateno, who was 
■wanted by San Salvador. On the arrival 
of the City of Panama at La Union, a 
demand was made for the surrender of 
General Lateno and his friends. Captain 
White refused to surrender her passengers. 
The authorities then refused to give him 
clearance papers, and, aftrr wailing '27 
hours, he proceeded to La Libertad. There 
he received a telegram from the agent of 
the company at Acapulco, saying that th 
governor of thut city intended to sciz 
General Lateno and his companions, and 
had a largo force of Eoldiers under arms 
awaiting the arrival of the City of Panan 
Then Cu.pt. White, not wishing to have a 
repetition of the Barrundia affair, took the 
matter into his own hands, and proceeded 
directly to San Jose, where ho will probab 
ly arrive to-morrow. This 
will be gone into fully, 
think I can give you 
surance that no further attempt 
will he made to molest or murder polit 
refugees while under the protection of the 
American flag. President Harrison, to whom 
I presented the mattir on Wednesday, tool 
great interest in my statement of facts 
and at once communicated with Secretary 
Tracy. Of course, tiie instructions whi 
the latter received are not known to me. 

A special to the New York Times from 
Washington says : " The state department 
still witholds any detailed information 
about the seizure ot the Pacific Mail steamer 
City of Panama, at La Libertad, and As 
sistant Secretary Wharton says, this after 
noon, that the department would take no 
further action until Minister Pacheco 
had reported the lesult of his invest iga 
tions and of the protests he has already 
been directed to make. 'J he State Depart 
mcnt has no information as to the hostilities 
reported pending between Guatemala ant 
Sun Salvador, nor of any circumstances 
likely to lead up to hostilities, hi the 
meantime, Secretary Tracy has been in tele 
graphic correspondence with the assistant 
secretary, at the Navy Department, and or 
dors have been sent to Mare Island detain 
ing the Charleston, and also ordering the 
Pensacola to be ready for sea. It is possi 
hie the hitter vessel will be sent dowi; 
Shu Salvador in a day or two, no matter 
whether news is received from Minister 
Pacheco or not, and if there are indications 
of serious trouble over the seizure of the 
City of Punaina, or of war between the two 
States, the Charleston will also go down, 
and her departure for Honolulu and China 
will be postponed for the present. If there 
is any prospect of continued trouble, the 
Omaha, also at Mare Island, but out of com- 
mission, will be put in commission and sent 
down. About t\\ o weeks would be required 
to get her ready for sea, hut with the Omaha 
and Pensacola both in Central American 
waters, the Charleston could be spared, and 
could go on to Honolulu and China. 



CHINESE ATROCITIES. 

Terrible Eipfrlcr.ee of the Wife of a Mis- 
sionary. 

The London Times, July 27, contains the 
following letter from the Rev. Jos. Posnett, 
of Broad street chapel, Nottingham :— 



Relieving very many Enelishmen outside 
the pale of the Wesleyan Methodist Church 
and its periodical literature will be anxious 
to learn some particulars not only of the 
brutal muider of Mr. Argent, the Weslcyau 
Methodist lay agent at Wusueh, but es- 
pecially of the equally base murder of a true 
»nd brave Englishman, Mr. Green, the Cus- 
toms-house oliicer, and who acted right 
nobly amid danger unci difficulty, I heg to 
forward for your publication some extracts 
from a letter just received from my daugh- 
ter, the wife of the Rev. Fred Hoden, whose 
house was burnt, and who, recently con- 
fined, only just escaped with her life, being 
blackened and bruised and kicked and hoot- 
ed along the streets of Wusueh. She was 
an eye-witness and sutl'erer amid these 
terrible atrocities. 

Weslkyan Mission House, Hankow, 

Monday, July 8, 1891. 

My Dkah Father and Mothkk, — I feel 
as if I hardly know when or how to begin. 
I am a dazed, confused, bruised lump of 
humanity. You will have heard by telegram 
ot all our trouble, and also that we are safe. 
How we escaped I cannot tell ; only by a 
iniraelo of God's protecting grace. . . As 
1 was better 011 Wednesday, Fred left on 
Thursday morning for a pluce about -10 
miles away, where be was overdue. Mrs. 
Protheroe and her three children were in 
the back house. Her husband was away in 
Hankow. Mrs. Warren arrived on Thurs- 
day night, and stayed with mo. Mr. Argent 
slept that night at the steamer office, in ex- 
pectation of the steamer's arrival. How- 
ever, when we got down next morning he 
was back to breakfast, the boat not having 
arrived. He stayed for tiffin, and just as we 
had finished the boy came and said, " The 
boat is coming in, sir." Mr. Argent went 
off to the office. It proved to bo another 
steamer than the one he was expecting. 
He, however, stayed on at the office, hoping 
that O10 right one would soon como. All 
went on as usual until G.45, when we heard 
x rushing past of many people, and thinking 
it was a fire I asked Mrc. Warren to go up 
stairs to the verandah and look around. 
She was some time in coming down, so i 
went up myself. Mrs. Warren said, " It is 
a robbery. They say some man has brought 
four babies in two baskets stolen from their 
parents to make medicine of." The crowds 
were on their way to the Roman Catholic 
Hospital anil Foundling Home at Kin- 
Kiang. Soon Mrs. Warren came up stairs 
and said, " The preacher is here He does 
not think wo are sate." We asked if wo 
could communicate with Mr. Argent or Mr. 
Green, the Customs official. The reply 
was, " You cannot go into the streets, nei- 
ther can they come to you ; you would he 
killed. Whilst wo were talking the noise 
increased, and Mrs. Warren went into Mrs. 
Protheroe's, whose children were in bed 
with just one garment on, and who herself 
had jnat had a bath and had only her night- 
Uiets on with a print dressing-gown ovtr it. 



Whilst Mrs. Warren was over there, Ainali 
ume rushing down with baby in her arms ; 
an imjnen80 btono had como through the 
nursery window and struck her. I ran into 
Mrt. Protheroe's with Amali and baby. Wo 
met in the garden, they all barefoot. Wo 
came back into our dining-room, but stones 
came through those windows and we saw 
the china pantry, on fire, so escaped to the 
chair-house in the front garden. We had 
not been thore two minutes when the front 
gate yielded to the onslaught, and in rushed 
the mob immediately and made for us with 
long scaffolding poles, stones, bricks, etc. 
Some of us were hit. Wo then rushed 
down the inside of our house and out by 
Mrs. Protheroe's buck door, by this, in the 
mob, we lost Winnie Protheroe. Some men 
were in the ulley, but they did not stop us. 
We went through the chapel and reached 
the principal street, and the native preacher 
tried to take us to the Marco Tsyz Yamen. 
We reached it, followed by a yelling mob, 
the doors were opened, and we entered, 
tut were pushed out again to face the yell- 
ug mob, who pushed us on, kicking, ston- 
ing ami hooting. In the street we had lost 
Mrs. Protheroe and her baby. I now gave 
baby to the native preacher, and we tried 
get through the crowd to Kr Fuis 
Yamen. Mrs. Warren was struck 011 the 
lead and felltd to the ground. I helped 
ler up, and wVi went on a little further, only 
to bo met by another crowd, who turned us 
k to face the one which was following 
We then rushed down a tiny alley. 
Mrs. W., Klla, I and Amali here got separ- 
ated from Kan and baby ; they missed us. 
We rushed 011 and heard the crowd cry, 
" They have run away," The alley took us 
olleotion of mat huts on the side of a 
pond. I said, " We will go in here," and 
we entered one, getting right to the back 
sitting down on a native bed. Tho 
people Buffered us, let down the curtains 
and put out the light. There we sat in 
total darkness, they in the front going on 
smoking and talking. Here wo stayed till 
tho curtain was pulled buck, and a hand 
felt over, and said, " Ni, ni." At first I 
dare not speak. Then I asked who it was. 
He told me the brother of our principal 
Christian. They then brought us some 
native clothes, and after a while native 
chairs, in which they took us to the Kr 
Furs Yamen, where we were received in 
safety, and found Mrs. Protheroe and baby. 
It seems sho too had received similar treat- 
ment— being refused admittance at the 
Marco Tsyz Yamen, and then dragged, 
pushed and hunted or., till iu front of our 
burning house. There they pressed her in 
a corner, one lot shouting "Kill her," and 
others, "beat her." A man in tho crowd 
proved to be her friend, and without seem- 
ing to befriend her, led her to the Kr Furs 
Yamen. After half an hour's waiting there 
my baby and Winnie Protheroe arrived. 
The native preacher had given baby to a 
native woman, he being beaten so he feared 
for her life. Amali had left us whilst in the 
mat hut to seek baby. She found her, and 
took her to Chu, tho joiner's. From the 
Yamen'a I sent two letters, one to the cap- 
tain of tho up steamer and 0110 to Mr. Green, 
asking for the steamer to be stopped and 
help sent, if possible. Meanwhile Messrs. 
Green anil Argent, seeing what they thought 
was a fire in our premises, attempted to come 
to our rescue. Roth knew but very little 
Chinese, hut acted liko brave Englishmen. 
They reached tho chapel, where Mr. Argent 
was struck down by a pole and then stoned 
to death, after which he was set on fire and 
rolled in the mud. He died at the chapel 
gate. Mr. Green, seeing Mr. Argent struck 
down, tried to escape, but, after bavin 
taken refuge for some timo in a pond, was 
eventually stoned to death and stripped, 
etc. We stayed in the Yamon all night. 
The four children slept, whilst we sat r.n 
iodic boards, wondering what next. The 
captain of the up sleumer was not given my 
letter until after they had left Wusueh, and 
were gone six miles up. He immediately 
turned round and sent a note off asking us 
to como to them, tho Chinese officials not 
daring to have any foreign men on shore. 
Kr Furs ordered 11s chairs and we were 
taken through the streets ut about 5 a m. 
The streets were fairly quiet. We were all 
received on board the steamer. The officers' 
shirts were turned into garments for the 
children, baby was dressed iu a man's 
vest. 

The captain waited three hours and a 
half, until Mr. Fortune came down from the 
bungalow. The Chinese on board got very 
restless, and I felt that they might set the 
ship on fire or turn riotous. 

We reached Hankow yesterday evening 
at midnight. I am at present staying in 
the Concession with Mrs. Penny. 

We may go to our mission compound in a 
day or two. An American gunboat is now 
at Wusueh. We ourselves and the Prother- 
oes have lost everything we possesseil ; both 
houses were completely looted, so ids > the 
chapel, whilst our house was burnt. Cou- 
riers have been sent in all directions. Hud- 
son and Protheroe came up to day, and all 
the Watsons are safe. My husband is at 
present out; our coolie has gone after him, 
and there is strong hope lie will get safely 
here. Every place on this river is in a 
ferment. Three weeks ago there were riots 
in Wutin, and later on at Nankin and also 
Shanghai. All our people stuck faithfully 
by us.

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THE MACDONALD MEMORIAL IN- 
STITUTE. 

An Ajtponl to the Psonlo of Canada anil the 
Empire. 

The great Canadian statesman, Sir John 
Macdonald, has passed away, and the peo- 
ple of Canada are face to face with the duty 
of doing justice to his memory. Our great 
indebtedness to the dead patriotic evidenc- 
ed by the results of his life's work which 
we see around us. The building of Ottawa, 
the Confederation of tho Dominion, the 
acquisition of tho North- West, the enlarge- 
ment of our canals, the establishment of our 
industries, the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and many other labors, 
successfully completed, amply uttest his 
breadth of view, fertility of resource and in- 
destructible faith in the future of Canada. 

But Sir John Macdonald was more than 
the Premier of Canada. Ho was ever tha 
staunch supporter of British connection, 
and the press of England, without a dis- 
sentient voice, has recognized his devotion 
to the unity of the Empire, and his title to 
be regarded as an imperial statesman. 
Lord Salisbury has made the same ac- 
knowledgment in these noble words : 
"There can bono doubt that he was a 
great statesman, and as great a statesman 
of a constitutional kind as any nation has 
aeen, and to his efforts Canada owes tho 
marvellous progress which, above all the 
dominions of the British Crown, slio has 
exhibited in recent years. The Dominion 
has deep cause to regret the loss of a 
statesman who has so largely contributed 
to lay the foundations of her great prosper- 
ity nod progress, and tho British Empire 
has deep cause to regret the death of a 
statesman who was through life its devoted 
champion." It is therefore not too much 
to say that the whole British Empire is his 
debtor, and may fairly bo called upon to 
contribute towards «u Imperial recognition 
of hi3 worth. 

The Government and Parliament of 
Canada have declared their intention of 
honoring the deceased statesman by tho 
erection of a monument, as was dune in the 
case of his old colleague, Sir George Cartier, 
and in the capital of the empire as well as 
in some of ihe larger cities of the Dominion 
there will doubtless also be steps taken by 
their citizens to perpetuate Sir John Mac- 
donald's memory by local memorials in 
appropriate ways. But in many other 
localities and country districts there may 
be persons desirous of contributing towards 
such an object, without being nblo to erect 
independent monuments in their own 
neighborhood. To bucIi Canadians, widely 
scattered as they may be from Sydney to 
Victoria, and to the still more widely separ- 
ated subjects of our Queen in other of her 
dominions, the citizens of Ottawa send 
greeting and present the claims of the 
capital of the Dominion for aid in erecting 
here a Macdonald Memorial Institute. 

At a public meeting of Senators, members 
of Parliament, citizens, strangers in the city, 
and all interested, called by Mayor Birkett 
and held here on the 29th June lust, it was 
decided to erect " a fitting National Me- 
morial, of lasting benefit to future genera- 
tions, to perpetuate the memory of Sir John 
Macdonald, and to mark the appreciation of 
all classes of his attractive personal quali- 
ties, and oi the great benefits he has con- 
ferred upon this country." It was also re- 
solved that tho memorial should assume tho 
form of an institute, to be known as the 
Macdonald Memorial Institute, tho exact 
nature of which was left for future decision. 
At this meeting a general committee, con- 
sisting of the most influential citizens of Ot- 
tawa, was charged with the erection of tho 
Macdonald Memorial Institute. Subse- 
quently, this general committee appointed 
an executive committee to carry out the de- 
tails of the proposed memorial, with power 
to add to their number. The committee 
now consists of the following gentlemen :

.1. McCrnckcn, Dr. Provost, Mr. Sandford 
Fleming, C.M.G. 

At various meetings of both committees a 
general agreement was arrived at to the 
effect that the proposed Macdonald 
Memorial Institute should be a stately 
building, costing about $."iOQ,000, to contain 
a National Museum, and house tho collec- 
tions of the Royal Society of Canada, and 
those connected with the scientific brunches 
of various departments of the Government. 
Besides this, it is proposed to establish in 
the Institute a permanent exhibition 
of the arts and manufactures of the 
Dominion, for the encouragement of which 
the deceased statesman labored so effectu- 
ally, and also to bring together exhibits 
illustrative of the life and productions of 
other portions of the Empire. In this way 
Ihe proposed memorial will come to re- 
semble in character the Imperial Institue 
nowbeingereetedin London to commemorate 
Her Majesty's Jubilee. Indeed it is not im- 
possible that the two Institutes may ulti- 
mately come to be connected in some wny, 
and both work together for illustrating and 
advancing our knowledge of the arts, manu 
factures and mines of tho Empire. It is not 
anticipated that the building after its erec- 
tion would have to be managed by Ihe sub- 
scribers, as no doubt the Government would 
be willing to make use of the^ building for 
the objects specified, and to place the direc- 
tion of the Museum under one or other of 
its departments. 

Wo have now to place this matter before 
our fellow-citizens in Canada of all classes, 
denominations andsliadesof political opinion, 
and beforo our fellow-subjects throughout 
the Empire, and we respectfully request 
them to stato the amount of their subscrip- 
tions, and send it and tho money to the 
Honorary Treasurer, \V. L. Marler, Esq., 
Manager Merchant's Bank of Canada, 
Ottawa. 

The General committee has decided that, 
for the present, single subscriptions should 
nott exceed §10 in amount.

WliKiucAS tho premises known ns tho Deluge 
Firo Engine Houso and the Tiger Fire Engino 
House, both situato in the city of Victoria, 
aro situato in too close proximity to each othor 
for tho best protection from llro of tho said city:

A BY-LAW 

Granting the Right ani Privilege of Erect- 
ing, Constructing, Maintaining, and 
Operating a District Telegraph System 
• in the City of Victoria, Province of 
British Columbia, to tho Undermen- 
tioned Persons nnd tiieir Assigns. 

Be it Enacted by the Maror and Council of 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria as fol- 
lows :— 

1. That Benjamin Springer, James Van Bra- 
mer, nnd Jonathan Miller, of Vancouver, Pro- 
vinco of British Columbia, and J. Sinclair 
Bluckott, of Victoria, Provlnco of British Co- 
lumbia, nnd their assigns (hereinafter called 
tho Urantees) ho and they are hereby granted 
for tho poriod of Fifty Years the right and 
privllegoof erecting, constructing, and main- 
taining and operating, and using in, along, and 
over, and under any and all the streots of tho 
City of Victoria, what is known aa the Distiict 
Telegraph System. 

2. Tho said Grantees shall havo tho right to, 
and shall orect tho poles nnd stretch the wires 
of their said Telegraph System so as not to.in- 
tcrforo but as little as possiblo with the freo 
and unobstructed use of the streets for travel, 
and shall erect tho poles of thoir telegraphs at 
such points in tho streots, and placo tho wires 
of their telegraph at such points and at such 
hoights ns shall ho designated by tho Streot 
Coinmlttco of tho said City. The said poles 
shall be dressed and palntod In a neat and 
satisfactory manner, and shall not bo less than 
thirty (301 feet in height, and nroperly propor- 
tioned throughout, subject to tho direction and 
control of tho Street Committee of tho said 
Corporation. 

Ii. That whenover it shall become necessary 
for tho erection or repair of such Telograph 
System by digging into or in any manner inter- 
fering with any public street or any part there- 
of, the grantees and their assigns shall have 
the right, so jo do, and shall without delay put 
tho streets in oh good condition as it was he- 
fore it was so broken up, dug, or disturbed, 
and shall remove from the street ail surplus 
sand, earth, rubbish, or other material caused 
thereby, and in doing such work shall do the 
same to tho complete satisfaction of the City 
Surveyor. 

1. That whenever any person or persons, 
Company or Corporation, shall have obtained 
mission of tho Corporation to reniovo any 
building, struct-uro or edifice through any 
street or streets of tho said City of Victoria 
th which the lines or wires of the Grantees 
shall in any manner interfere, the said tlrant- 
eos or their assigns Bhall, upon twenty-four 
hours' notice from such person or persons. 
Company or Corporation, raise or removo the 
said lines or wires so ns to allow froo and 
unobstructed passage of any such building, 
structure, or edifice, and if the said Grantees 
shall neglect or refuse upon such notieo to 
raiso or remove such lino or lines, the said 
line or lines shall bo removed or raised by the 
city Surveyor, at tho expense of the said 
grantees, so aa to admit of tho freo passage of 
such building, or other edifice or struct ure. 

5. That whenever it shall ho necessary in 
grading any streot or nlley of tho said city, or 
in building any sidewalk, or malting any other 
improvement thereon, to remove any polo or 
poles belonging to the said grantees, or on 
which any lino or lines, wire or wires, belong- 
ing to the said grantees, shall bo stretched or 
fastened, tho said grantees shall, upon receiving 
twenty-four hours' notice from tho contraclor, 
or oilier person having charge of such grading 
or othor improvement, remove such polo or 
poles, and if tho said grantees, upon such 
nolico, rofuso or neglect to move such pole or 
poles, then such pole or poles Bhall he removed 
by tho City Surveyor, at tho expense of the 
said grantees. 

0. That it shall bo unlawful for any person, 
unless authorized by tho said grantees, to in- 
terfere, meddle with, injure, or remove any of 
tho telegraph poles, wires, boxes, or apparatus 
belonging or appertaining to the said telegraph 
system ; provided, however, that the polos and 
othor apparat us of tho a.iid grantees may bo 
removed in tho manner provided in section 6 
hereof. 

7. That the said grantees hereby agroo and 
covenant to lndomnify tho corporation of 
tho City of Victoria from any inlury 
arising from, or any casualty or accident to 
person or proporty, by reason of any neglect or 
omission to koop the said polos and wlros in a 



safo condition, and for all valid claims against 
said city for damage causod by tho said poles 
or wires, or by any works, alterations, or re- 
pairs, or improvements, in connection with tho 
works horein contomphited. 

S. That tho Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria reserves tho right to repeal or amend this 
by-law whonovor, in tho judgment of tho 
Council of tho said city, nn amendment or re- 
peal is necessary, having duo regard, howovor, 
for tho vested rights of tho parties horeundor. 

9. In tho construction of tho works horein 
contemplated, tho said Grantees shall (if 
authorized so to do) ugo tho poles in tho prin- 
cipal streots of tho city at present used by tho 
Telephone and Victoria Electric Illuminating 
Company, so as to avoid tho erection of any ad- 
ditional poles on tho Bald struts. 

10. That tho said company shall fllo tho ac- 
ceptance of tho conditions hereof and com- 
mence tho work of construction within six 
months from tho llnul passage hereof, other- 
wise this by-law shall bo null and void. 

11. This by-law shall tako ofTeol and hoof 
forco upon the Illlng of tho said acceptance, 
nnd from nnd after tho same shall have been 
published torsovon days. 

12. That the Grantees shall, whonovor or- 
dered by tho Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria, place their wires underground, and in 
respect of removing and so placing their wires 
underground shall havo no claim upon thu 
said Corporation in respoot of vested rights or 
otherwise. 

13. This by-law may bo cited as ' The Dis- 
trieO Telegraph By-law."

A BY-LAW 

To Enable the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria to Raise tho Sum of §j(J,000 
for Electric Light Purposes. 

Whereas it is oxpedicnt to ralso the sum of 
S'lO.ouo for tho purpose of tho establishment, 
equipment, maintenance and operation of an 
electric light plant for street lighting purposes. 

And Whkrkah for the purposo aforesaid it 
will bo nocessary to rniso by way of loan upon 
the credit of tho said Corporation the sum of 
$30,000. 

And Whereas It will roqniro tho sum of 
$1,301, to bo raisod annually by special rato for 
tho payment of tho said debt and interest as 
hereinafter mentioned. 

A.vd WHEREAS the whole rateable property 
Of tho said Corporation of tho City of Victoria, 
according to the last revised assessment roll, 
being for the year 18D0, was $0,353,191, irrcs- 
pecti vo of any incrcaso of tho ratcablo proporty 
of the said Corporation of tho City of Victoria, 
and of any income in tho nature of tollb, interest 
or dividends from tho work or from any stock, 
shares or interest in tho work upon which the 
money so to bo raisod, or any part thereof, iB 
intonded to bo Invested, and alBO irrespective 
of any income from the temporary investment 
of the sinking fund or any part thereof. 

And Whereas for the paying of Interest and 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for pay- 
ing the principal sum of 850.003 and Interest as 
hereinafter mentioned, it will require an annual 
rato of 50 1000 of ono por cent on the dollar ; 

And WHEREAS it Is Intended to reduco tho 
genornl rato so that tho said special rate -shall 
not incrcaso tho total rato of taxation; 

Be it THEREFORE ENACTED by tho Mayor 
and Aldermen of tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria ns follows : 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
said City of Victoria to raiso by way of loan 
from any person or persons, body or bodies cor- 
porate, who may bo willing to advance the 
same upon tho credit of tho debentures herein- 
after montioncd, a sum of monoy not exceed- 
ing in tho whole the sum of 850.000, and to cause 
tho same to bu paid into the hands of tho Trea- 
surer of tho said Corporation for tho purpose 
and with the object hereinbefore recited. 

2. L diall bo lawful for the said Mayor to 
causo any numbor of debentures to bo made 
for such sums of monoy as may bo required in 
sterling money, and not less than £200 each, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with tho 
common seal nf the said Corporation and signed 
by the Mayor. 

3. The said debentures shall be made pay- 
able In twenty years from the dato hereinafter 
mentioned for t hi" By-law to take elloet. at tho 
olllco of the Treasurer of the said Corporation, 
at tho City Hall, Victoria, and shall have at- 
tached to them coupons for the payment of in- 
terest, which interest shall be payable at tho 
olllco of the said Treasurer. 

i. Tho said debentures shall bear intorcst at 
the rate of S per cent, por annum from tho date 
thereof, which interest shall be paid halfyearly 
■ t the ofllco of the said Treasurer or at tho 
agency of tho Bank of British North America 
in either London, England ; New York, State 
of Now Yi rk, or Montreal, Canada. 

5. For the purpose of creating a sinking fund 
for the payment of the said debentures and tho 
interest to become duo thereon an equal spe- 
cial rato of 50-1000 of ono per cent, on tho dollar, 
shall in addition to all other rates be levied 
and collected In each year upon all rateable 
property within tho said City of Victoria, 
during the continuance of the said debentures 
or any of them. 

0. It shall be lawful for tho said Corporation 
from time to time to repurchase any of tho 
said debentures, at such prieo as shall in each 
caso bo mutually agreed upon, and olirjdcben- 
turos so repurchased shall bo forthwith can- 
celled and no re-issuo of debentures or any 
debenture shall bo made in consequence of 
such repurchase. 

7. This By Law shall beforo the final passing 
thereof, receive tho assent of the electors of 
the said Corporation In tho manner provided 
for by tho Municipal Act, I8D1, nnd Bhall take 
Oifbct on tho 1st day of October, 1891. 

8. This By-Law may bo cited as the Elootrlo 
Lighting Loan By-Law. Passed the Municipal 
Council the IStii day of February, 1SU1.

And whereas it will require the fsuui 'of 
$873.00. to bo raised annually by sjiecial rato, 
for tho payment, of tho said debt and interest 
as hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas tho amount of tho whole 
rateable property of tho said Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria according to tho last rovised 
assessment roll being for the year 1800 was 
99,338,191, irrespective of any increaso of the 
rateable proporty of tho said Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria and of any incomo In tho 
nature of tolls, intorost or dividends, or from 
anv stocks, shares or incorestlin.tho work upon 
which tho monoy to to be raised or any part 
thereof Is intended to bo invested, nnd also 
irrespective of any incomo from tho temporary 
investment of tho sinking fund or any part 
thereof. 

AND Whereas, for the paying of tho inter- 
est and creating an equal yearly sinking fund 
for paying t ho principal sum of $10,000 and in- 
terest, as hereinafter mentioned, it will require 
an equal annual rate of 10-1000 of ono per cent, 
in tho dollar. 

And WnEREAS, it is intonded to reduce tho 
general rato so that tho said special rato shull 
not increaso the total rate of taxation. 

Be it THEREFORE Enacted by tho Mayor 
and Aldermen of tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria as follows: 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of the 
said City of Victoria to raiso, by way of loan 
from any porson or persons, body or bodies, 
corporate, who may bo willing to advance tho 
same upon tho credit of tho debentures herein- 
after mentioned, a sum of money not exceed- 
ing in tho wholo tho sum of $10,000, nnd to 
causo the same to bo paid into the bands of tho 
City Treasurer of tho said Corporation for tho 
purpose, and with tho object hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

2. It shall be lawful for tho said mayor to 
causo any number of debentures to be made 
for such sums of money as muy bo required, 
either in currency or sterling money, not Ibbs 
than £2H) or the currency equivalent of tho 
same sum; each and all such [debentures 
shall bo sealed with tho common seal of tho 
said corporation and signed by tho mayor. 

3. Tho said debentures shall bo mado 
payablo in 20 yoars from tho dato 
hereinafter montionod for this by-law 
to tako effect at tho office of tho treasurer 
of tho said Corporation, City n*ll, Victoria 
and shnll havo attached to them coupons for 
the payment of Interest. 

4. The said debentures shall bear interest nt 
tho rate of llvo por cent, por annum from tho 
dnto thereof, which interest shall bo paid half, 
yearly at the olllco of tho said Treasurer or at 
tho agency of tho Bank of British North 
America in either London, England ; New 
York, Stato of Now York, or Montreal, Canada. 

5. For the purpose of forming a sinking fund 
for tho payment of tho said debentures nnd 
tho interest to becomo duo thoreon on equal 
special rato of 10-1000 of ono por cent, in tho 
dollar shall in addition to all othor rates be 
levied and collected in each year upon all 
ratcablo property within tho said City of 
Victoria during the continuanco of the said 
debentures or any of thorn. 

0. It shall bo lawful for the said corporation 
from time to time, to re-purchase any of the 
said debentures, at such price as shall in each 
caso bo mutually agreed up in, nnd nil de- 
bentures so re-purchased shall bo forthwith 
cancelled, and no re-issuo of debentures, or 
any debenture, shnll bo made in conscquenco 
of such re-purchase. 

7. This By-law shall, beforo the final passage 
thereof, receive tho assent of thu electors of 
the said corporation in the manner provided 
by the " Municipal Act," 1891," and shall take 
effect on tho 1st day of October. A. I)., 1891. 

8. This By-Law may bo cited as " Tho Come- 
tory Loan By-Law, 1891."

He has now been absent fioni Victoria a 
little more than a year, and ho explains the 
delay as having been caused by the deter- 
mination not to leave London until he had 
learned the decision of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment on the question of the loan of 
£150,000 to the B. C. Government, which, 
since the reception of the report of the 
select committee, has been agreed to. Tho 
conditions ure quite similar to those propos- 
ed by the provincial authorities. Mr. 
Bi-'gg's mission now is to perfect details. 

"There need he no lour," he says, "of 
the success of l be crofters' immigration, us 
far as their finding work here is concerned. 
They cannot become a burden upon tho 
taxpayers of British Columbia, as they 
will at first be brought out in small com- 
panies, carefully looked utter, uiul well 
provided for, out of their own advances. 
They arc not to be put at work which they 
do not understand, l.ut work in which few 
are as expert as they. 

"It has been said that they know nothing 
about going into the primeval forest mid 
carving out homes and a living for them- 
selves and their families, No one expects 
them to. The n en are principally usher- 
men, and the intention is that they will 
make their living by the tea. The advance 
guaranteed in the loan will, if necessary, be 
supplemented by funds provided by 11 
slicing joint stock company, which has been 
already duly organized, und is ready to 
pay for any and all work the 
crofters may perform in fishing, 
bolt-building, ship-building, whaling, seal- 
ing, and the kindred indurlrios. Oi court c, 
by fishing, dcap-sea fishing is meant. "Col. 
lOnglehue and Major Clarke, the repre- 
sentatives of this syndicate, w ill be here in 
a few days to examine into all the neces- 
sities of tho proposed colony, and the in- 
dustries in which it is proposed to have the 
colonists engage. Tho settlement of the 
Crofters is to be gradual, systematic und 
thoroughly organized. The people are to 
be placed where they can he of most service 
to themselves and the country, but they ate 
to be brought out in small family parties. 
The first pioneers Iiuy be expected before 
many months, to prepare for tiie arrival of 
the first party in the spring. 

I'resM Excursion. 

At the last meeting of tho Western Cana- 
dian Press Association, the matter 'of nil 
excursion was left in the hands of Mr. Will. 
J, White, of the Brandon Sun, provisional 
president. Mr. White now unnounces tl at 
the excursion will be to the Pacific Coast 
and Victoria, by tho C. P. R. , from here to 
San Francisco by steamer, and thenco home 
by tho Northern Pacific. The trip will 
commence about the 3rd of September, It 
is probable that the next meeting of the 
association will be held either in Vancouver 
or this city.
